THE HEALTH STORY OF 1948. 


HEALTH CONDITIONS IN NEWARK NOT ONLY CONTINUED TO BE EXCELLENT DURING 1948, 
BUT THE MAJOR HEALTH RATES BY WHICH HEALTH CONDITIONS CAN BE MEASURED, WERE THE BEST 
EVER RECORDED IN OUR HISTORY. IT IS REASONABLE TO CLAIM THAT THESE RATES TO A LARGE 
DEGREE ARE THE RESULT OF PROPERLY CONDUCTED EFFORT AND NOT MERE COINCIDENT. THAT FACT 
1S PARTICULARLY GRATIFYING AT THIS TIME WHEN THE PUBLIC IS MORE INCLINED THAN USUAL TO 
STUDY PUBLIC EXPENDITURES AND TO DETERMINE WHETHER THEIR TAX MONEY 16 BEING WISELY 
SPENT, OR NOT. 

THERE WERE 5,222 DEATHS IN NEWARK FROM ALL CAUSES, WAKING A CRUDE MORTALITY 
RATE OF 11,4 PER 1000 POPULATION, OR WELL BELOW THE NORMAL OF 11,6 FOR THE PAST ELEVEN 
YEARS, OUR ADJUSTED RATE 15 CALCULATED BY SUBTRACTING DEATHS OF NON-RESIDENTS, LARGE- 
LY IN THE MANY NEWARK HOSPITALS, BUT INCLUDING KNOWN DEATHS OF NEWARK RESIDENTS IN OUT- 
SIDE INSTITUTIONS, THERE WERE 840 NON-RESIDENT DEATHS, GIVING US AN ADJUSTED TOTAL 
4,382 DEATHS AND AN ADJUSTED MORTALITY RATE OF 9.8 PER 1000 POPULATION, THIS IS THE 
LOWEST SUCH MORTALITY RATE EVER RECORDED. 


BIRTHS, AFTER A GREAT INCREASE FOR SEVERAL YEARS FROM 7,236 AND A RATE OF 
15.8 PER 1000 POPULATION IN 1936 (THE LOWEST EVER RECORDED) TO 14,710 AND A RATE OF 
33.1 IN 1947 (THE HIGHEST EVER RECORDED), FINALLY PASSED THE PEAK AND DECLINED 
SLIGHTLY TO 13,703 BIRTHS IN 1948 ANO A RATE OF 30.8. THIS IS STILL THE SECOND HIGH- 
EST ON RECORD BUT WILL PROBABLY BE THE START OF A DOWNWARD TREND FOR SEVERAL YEARS, 


AGAIN WE FINO THAT BOTH MOTHERS AND BABIES ARE APPARENTLY BEING KEPT HEALTHY. 
OUR INFANT MORTALITY RATE AND OUR MATERNAL MORTALITY RATE BOTH SET THE LOWEST SUCH 
RECORD IN OUR HISTORY, THERE WERE 388 DEATHS UNDER ONE YEAR OR A RATE OF 28,3 DEATHS 
UNDER ONE YEAR PER 1000 LIVING BIRTHS (LOWEST EVER), THERE WERE ONLY 10 DEATHS AMONG 
MOTHERS DELIVERING 13,703 LIVE BABIES ANO 306 STILL-BIRTHS, THIS 15 A MATERNAL DEATH 
RATE OF 0.7 PER 1000 DELIVERIES (LOWEST EVER), NONE OF THE 10 PUERPERAL DEATHS WERE 
CAUSED BY SEPTICAEMIA, 


THE OTHER MAJOR PUBLIC HEALTH RECORD IS, OF COURSE, TUBERCULOSIS MORTALITY. 
WE ARE PROUD To REPORT THAT THIS RATE AGAIN REACHED THE LOWEST EVER RECORDED IN THIS 
CITY WITH 232 SUCH DEATHS OR A RATE OF 52.1. 


INTERESTING DEVELOPMENTS 
IMMUNIZATION (DIPHTHERIA & WHOOPING COUGH FOR SEVERAL YEARS WE HAVE BEEN ABLE 


TO MAINTAIN A HIGH RATE OF PROTECTION 
AGAINST DIPHTHERIA AMONG INFANTS AND PRE-SCHOOL CHILOREN WHICH IS ESSENTIAL IF THAT 
DISEASE IS TO BE KEPT OUT OF OUR CITY. IN 1948, 10,008 DIFFERENT INFANTS AND PRE- 
SCHOOL CHILDREN WERE TREATED WITH DIPHTHERIA TOXOID AND 9,677 AGAINST WHOOPING COUGH, 
MOST OF THEM, THE SAME CHILDREN. | NEWARK PARENTS REALIZE THE VALUE OF THIS PROCEDURE, 
THAT NEWARK PRIVATE DOCTORS ARE ACTIVELY COOPERATING, IS SHOWN BY THE FACT THAT 

THIRDS OF THESE IMMUNIZATIONS IN 1948 WERE CARRIED OUT BY PRIVATE DOCTORS ANO ONLY ОМЕ- 
THIRD AT OUR DEPARTMENT CLINICS, 


THIS MULTIPLE PROTECTION is GREATLY AIDED BY USING COMBINED MATERIAL PROTECT- 
ING AGAINST BOTH WHOOPING COUGH AND DIPHTHERIA, A METHOD NOW BEING USED BY MOST PRIVATE 
PHYSICIANS AS WELL AS OUR CLINICS, THIS YEAR WE HAVE EXPANDEO THAT COMBINED MATERIAL 
METHOD BY NOT ONLY INCLUDING DIPHTHERIA TOXOID AND WHOOPING COUGH VACCINE BUT AL: 
TETANUS TOXO!D, ALTHOUGH IT IS REALIZED THAT WHOOPING COUGH PROTECTION IS NOT AS CER- 
TAIN OR COMPLETE AS DIPHTHERIA PROTECTION 15, OUR CAREFUL STUDY OF EVERY REPORTED 
WHOOPING COUGH CASE AND THE DEGREE OF SEVERITY AMONG THOSE CASES, GIVES CONSIDERABLE 
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EVIOENGE THAT THE TREATMENT ACTUALLY DOES PREVENT ONSET VERY OFTEN AND THUS 15 REDUCING 
INCIDENCE AND THE DEGREE OF SEVERITY AMONG THOSE INJECTED IS FAR BELOW SEVERITY AMONG 
UNPROTECTED CHILOREN, АТ PRESENT, WE CONSERVATIVELY ESTIMATE OUR PRE-SCHOOL POPULA-

PUBLIC ANO PAROCHIAL SCHOOL CHILOREN AND WITH AN EXCELLENT NURSING SERVICE IN BOTH 
SYSTEMS INSISTING UPON NECESSARY DENTAL WORK AND DENTAL EXAMINATIONS, THERE ARE THOUS- 
ANOS OF CHILOREN WHOSE FAMILIES CANNOT AFFORD TO PAY, CARE OF CHILDREN'S TEETH 18

TO ALL, REGARDLESS OF ABILITY TO PAY, OF COURSE, THOSE ABLE TO PAY AND WHO ARE FOUND 
TO NEED TREATMENT ARE REFERRED TO THEIR PRIVATE DOCTOR OR HOSPITAL TOGETHER WITH A DIAG= 
NOSIS, THIS CLINIC IS IN CHARGE OF A PHYSICIAN SPECIALIZING JN THAT WORK, 


HEART CLINIC CARDIAC WORK WHICH HAD BEEN A MINOR ACTIVITY OF OUR CHEST CLINICS 
IN THE TUBERCULOSIS DIVISION HAS BEEN EXPANDED BY THE APPOINTMENT 
OF TWO EMINENT CARDIOLOGISTS AND IT 1$ PLANNED TO GREATLY INCREASE THE USE OF CARDIO- 
GRAMS WHICH CAN NOW BE TAKEN AND DEVELOPED IN OUR MAIN BUILDING X-RAY DEPARTMENT. 
NURSE HAS BEEN GIVEN SPECIAL TRAINING SO THAT SHE МАУ HANDLE CAROIOGRAPH WORK, 


EYE CLINIC (BETTER VISION PROGRAM) For МАМУ YEARS, DISPENSARY PATIENTS HAVE 
JEEN REFERRED FOR EYE CONDITIONS TO THE 
EYE AND EAR INFIRMARY, THIS REQUIRED MANY PATIENTS WITH OTHER CONDITIONS TO ATTEND 
TWO DIFFERENT CLINICS VERY FAR APART, IN 1948, AN OPHTHALMOLOGIST WAS APPOINTED AND 
EYE CLINIC ESTABLISHED, THIS SPECIALIST HAS ALSO STARTED A "BETTER VISION" EDUCA: 
TIONAL PROGRAM IN THE PAROCHIAL SCHOOLS ANO CHECKS AT THE SCHOOLS ALL SUSPECTED EYE 
CASES DISCOVERED BY THE NURSES, 


CHEST X-RAY PROGRAM OUR CAMPAIGN FOR STEADILY INCREASED ROUTINE CHEST X-RAYS 
CONTINUED IN 1948. OVER 40,000 SCREEN TEST SMALL CHEST 

X-RAYS WERE TAKEN, MOST OF THEM AT OUR OCCUPATIONAL CLINIC, IT INCLUDED MORE THAN 
21,000 DIFFERENT FOODHANOLERS AND DOMESTICS, WHERE IT 1S COMPULSORY, LARGE GROUPS OF 
INDUSTRIAL WORKERS ARRANGED FOR BY THE INDUSTRIAL HYGIENE DIVISION AND ALL CITY 015= 
PENSARY PATIENTS AS А ROUTINE. DURING THE YEAR, WE ALSC USED MOBILE EQUIPMENT FOR 
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NEIGHBORHOODS AND INDUSTRIAL PLANTS, THIS EQUIPMENT WAS USUALLY RENTED BUT ON ONE 
NEIGHBORHOOD CAMPAIGN, THE EQUIPMENT WAS LOANED BY THE TUBERCULOSIS LEAGUE, ALTHOUGH 
MORE CASES WERE DISCOVERED DUE TO THIS INCREASE IN EXAMINATIONS, WE HAD ONLY 232 TUBER= 
CULOSIS DEATHS, THE LOWEST NUMBER REPORTED IN OVER 30 YEARS AND A RATE OF 52.1 PER 1000 
POPULATION, ALSO THE LOWEST EVER RECORDED. 


FOODHANDLER TRAINING COURSE OUR REQUIREMENT THAT ALL FOODHANDLERS AND DOMESTIC 
EMPLOYEES ВЕ EXAMINED TWICE ANNUALLY AND RECE IVE 
HEALTH CARDS HAS BEEN GRADUALLY IMPROVED, FIRST, BY REQUIRING AN ANNUAL BLOOD TEST FOR
